To understand th? receiving of 
radio pictures, some explanation 
must be given as of the method 
of sending them through the air. 
While 
an 
explanation of the 
transmission sounds simple, and 
is simple by reason of the elimi­ 


nation of much of the* technical 
detail, both the sending and re­ 
ception of the pictures are quite 
complicated. 
Thrown On Sensitive Cell 
In 
the 
studio, an ordinary 
photograph is applied to a cylin­ 
der onto which a powerful beam 
of light is focused to a pin point 
and at an angle. 
Tho reflected 
light and 
dark 
places on the 
photograph 
are 
then 
reflected 
onto a photo-electric cell, which 
is very' sensitive to the varying 
shades of the picture, as it re­ 
volves on the cylinder. The beam 
of light is made to move across 
the picture on the revolving tube, 
resembling those on old talking 
machines on which cylinder rec­ 
ords were used. 
Aa the shades of the picture 
are reflected upon the sensitive 
cell, the latter, in turn, sends out 
the im p re sse s in much the same 
way as the modulations of the 
human voice are broadcast from a 
sending station. 
Mr. Baker’s apparatus, which 
was built under specifications anti 
with some equipment furnished 
by the man who perfected the 
mechanism, picks up the ethereal 
impulses sent out by the broad­ 
casting station. 
Im Delicate Process 
On the receiving set there is a 
cylinder similar to the one on 
which the original 
photograph 
was placed in the broadcasting 
station. This revolves at a speed
